There. can be no manner of doubt, 
whatever in the minds of right think- 
‘ing persons, that, if the above state- 
ments were properly established, and 
authenticated by reliable evidence, 
there has been a great deal of Chi- 
nese servile labor in California. We 
have seen so much of what has been 
called domestic slavery in Hongkong, 
stnilar in a great many respects to 
that described by Mr..King, that we 
‘cannot but believe that he had good 
grounds for most of his statements, 
However, Mr. Seward asserts that 
the only evidence presented to the 
Commission in support of the de- 
claration made by Mr. King regard- 
ing the assassination of Chinamen 
whoattempted to break their contract, 
was founded upon pure hearsay, and 
generally unworthy of credence. 
Ife thon proceeds to define a distine- 
tion which is to be drawn between.a. 
contract to repay money advanced, 
‘or due and owing ‘in any way, out of 
earnings. Under the former, the 
individual might be required to give 
his services for a month, or a year, 
or five years to-his creditor. He 
would not.be.at liberty to choose his 
employment, he would be in a sense 
aman in bonds, and any: consider- 
able class ef such labor might justly 
be ‘considered -servile. Such con-. 
tracts as ‘these, according to Mr. 
Seward, are discouraged by the Amer- 
ican Government, both at home and 
abroad, although in some instances 
(such as apprentices bound to masters 
in order;to learn a trade, and seamen), 
‘they aro permitted and sustained by

Dom- 
estic servitude in China is undoubted- 
ly a ‘system. which has existed from 
time immemorial, and although not 
in accordance with European ideas 
may possibly have much. to recom- 
mend it.

China we are 
now dealing, but with the so-called 
servile labor of Chincse Emigrants in

and sleep nearly every night whore

without travelling niore than,25 miles 
aday. Tho preatest difficulty the mis. 
sionaries had to contend against was 
the different languages. He believed. 

English. would ultimately becomd the 
common language of the nation. No- 

thing could exceed the despotism of 

‘the Government, and he feared that a 
persecution, was impending. It was 
not the miasionaries who were béaring 
the heat.of the day, but the converts, 
for thoy were the objects of all sorts of 
sneers and obloquy. He thought that 
.the sooner. the European missionaries 
finished their work and left.the country 
the better. If the Chinese wére to bo 
evangelised it must be done by the 
Chinese themselves. He would be very 
‘niuch, disappointed if the Presbytery 
of New South Wales did-not' send them 
at leasi one missionary. (Cheors.) 

“Upon the motion of tho Rev. Mr. 

‘M'Credie, Moderator of the Presby- 
tery, the thanks of the audienca were 
accorded to the lecturer for-his iuterest-' 
ing discourse, and also ta the For aign.
